The HISTORY of Evrore, 
From the WESTMINSTEK FOURNAL. 
A foort Review of the Affairs of Europe fir the Year 1745. 

T will, I fappofe, be expected } thould at the Begin- 

ning of the Year continue my Cultom of recap’tula- 
ting the principal Tranfiétions of Europe in the Year palt, 
inftead-of entert ining the Publick with a political Le- 
éture upon the Affairs of our own Nation. 

The Court of Petersburg, for more than nine Months 
of the Year, was perfeétly unintelligible to our moft pe- 
n:trating Politicians. An open Countenance and free 
Accefs were beftowed upon the Minilters of all Courts 
which gave all, in their Turns, Hopes of fucceeaing in 
the Bufinels they had to folicit. The sania of Hunga- 
ry wanted Saccours, as ttipulated by Treaty, and her 
Requititions were ftrongly back’d by the Maritime 
Powers. Thefe Applications, it was thought, could not 
fail of Succes: We were confidently told, from time 
to time, that 12000 Ruffians were actually in Motion on 
the Side of Livonia, and frequently expected to hear, by 
the next Mail, that they were already croffing Courland 
in their Way towards Pruffia. But that next Mail, per- 
haps, without faying a Word of the Matter, only told us 
of fome Audience given by the Emprefs to either the 
Pruffian or French Ambaifador, with which they were 
extremely well fatisfied. 

But the Point in View, all this while, with the Ruf- 
fian Courtiers themfelves, was to get their Great Duke 
married and fettled, that the Succeflion to their Imperial 
Diadem might not be interrupted. This Prince, the Head 
of the ancient Houfe of Holftein, and Grandfon by his 
Mother to Peter the Great, had reached the 19th Year 
of his Age: The young Princefs of Anhalt-Zerbft, rela- 
ted to the Houfe of Hrandenburg, had been choitn tor 
his Confort, and fhe, with her Mother, had refided at

the Ruffian Court in 1744. But towards the End of that 
Year his Imperial Highnefs was taken ill of the Small- 
‘Pox, which Diftemper, with the great Preparations that 
“were made, caufed the Solemnization of his Nuptials to 
‘be put off for feveral Months. Thefe being over, how- 
‘ever, and the‘Solicitations of the King of Poland, who 
‘had been great part of the Summer threatocd by his Pruf- 
fian Majefty, prevailing, a Body of Ruflians was march- 
ing in earneft to the South-weft, when the News of a 
Peace removed the Occafion of their advancing farther. 
For g Treaty having been concluded at Warfaw in the 
Spring, between the Courts of Vienna and-Drefden and 
the Maritime Powers, to which the Czarina and the Re- 
publick of Poland were alfo to be invitad to accede, the 
King of Pruffia from that Time entertain’d a Jealouty, 
upon what Grounds is not certainly known, that a Dif- 
memberment of his Dominions had been concerted in 
this Treaty. That the Recovery of Silefia, which had 
been guaranteed to him by the Treaty of Bretlau, was a- 
Gtually intended by Vienna and Drefden, all Europe 
“was foon convinced: And it was pretty much believed, 


that the King of Poland, Eleétor of Saxony, was to have | 


fume Provinces inthis Dutchy, as a Recompence for the 
Affiftance he might lend the Queen of Hungary in reco- 
pei sy reft. Such an Acquifition as this would have 
im an open Paffage, upon his own Territories, be- 

tween his Electoral and Regal Dominions. 
Early in the Year the Prince of Anhalt Deffau, his 
Pruffian Majefty’s General, was very fuccefStul in re- 


" pelling the Hungarian Infurgents,- who had advanced al- 


moft through the Upper Silefia: But when the united Ar- 
mies of Aultrians and Saxons, under the Prince of Lor-
